The  locomotive  was  completely  demolished, 
and  the  passenger  eoncjies  were  so  ruined  | 
that  they  had  to  lie  lifted  from  the  track 
with  jack-screws.  The  passengers  were 
thrown  from  their  seats;  all  wire  badly 
frightened  and  many  were  considerably 
bruised,  but  none  were  seriously  hurt.  A 
brukeuuin  on  the  ttxpri’t**  train  was  crushed 
and  was  taken  one  side  to  die  after  being 
made  as  comfortably  as  possible.  In  a  few 
hours  the  truck  was  desired  of  the  wreck 
and  trains  running  as  usual,  everybody  con¬ 
gratulating  themselves  that  the  casualty  was 
no  worse.
